Triumph O f Achievement 


The difficult problem of race discrimina­ 
tion was ffiven a bi* assist from two quar­ 
ters on one day last week. when for the first 
time in history one Negro attended a cabi­ 
net meeting as a participant while another 
Itecame the highest ranking American in 
the United Nations. 
Assistant Secretary of I ai bor James K. 
Wilkins sat in at the weekly session of the 
cannet in the W hite House because Secre­ 
tary Mitchell was away from W ashington. 
Dr. Ralph J. Bunche. Nobel prize winner, as­ 
sumed the post of deputy secretary general 
in a promotion announced 
by Secretary 
General Hag flammarskjoW. 
This triumph of achievement on (lie part 
of two prominent member* of the Negro 
lace should go far to prove to those who 
continue to battle their advancement that 
men and women of capacity must l«e judged 
bv such capacity rather than bv rat \ color. 
or religion. 


One has only to look about to see superior 
individuals and those who are inferior. They 
represent all elements of the human race, 
ami they are a credit or a discredit to tile 
groups from which they come according to 
their several abilities. 
VOcal groups defending or opposing the 
rights of minorities to l>e accorded recogni­ 
tion in our civilised world can render great 
assistance or great disservice according to 
their approach to the ever-present problems 
involved. 
Certainly* it must tie apparent to those 
who do mn blind themselves to the Italic 
fac ts that in the nearly one hundred years 
since the Civil W ar w ith its abolition of shiv­ 
ery for the Negro race, considerate pro­ 
gress has linen made as evidenced by such 
recognition as accorded Mr. Withins and 
I>r Bunche. These very facta cut the ground 
from tinder the evil propaganda of the Com­ 
munist pleaders. 


'Good Boy' Killers 


The most beastial exhibition of savage 
sadism on the part of four teen-age youths, 
described by their parents as “good boys ’ 
who would never think of such cruelty , has 
c one to light with the arrest of the youths 
and their confessions to slaying two men, 
Jim se-whipping of two girls, and brutal at­ 
tacks on homeless derelicts. 
The latest addition to the list of crimes 
fin which they will lie arraigned comes from 
the testimony of an old man now recovering 
in hospital from serious burns suffered 
wln*n the four drenched him with gasoline 
and applied a match. 
Ring leaiier of this incredible group of 
mad dogs in human gui'C said in lits con­ 
fession to police that he “ wanted to lieut 
p * »pii» up. and laved to see them squirm and 
suffer.” 
Police, 
accustomed to brutalities, 
are 
aghast at this frigid fill display and have 


cotnjwed it to the "thrift” slaying of little 
Bobby Franks some thirty years ago bv Leo- 
pold and Loeb. Psychologists, seeking the 
force * -impelling these school boys to want 
onlv to murder and torture their helpless 
victims, cannot come up yyith the answer. 
Why did they do it? Granted that they 
may have liven pampered bv their parents 
or neglected bv them, does that provide ex­ 
cuse for the senseless brutalities to which 
they have freely and without-apj>arent re­ 
gret confessed ? 
What made them go be*erk. these youths 
who branded themselves together to roam 
the Brooklyn parks in search of their prey# 
arid who were not apprehended until a pas­ 
serby chanced to Ste t hem beating one of 
their victims'’ 
This is a nauseating story, and one which 
must Im thoroughly studied if the law of 
the jungle is not to prevail.
